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PRESIDENT’S  MESSAGE 


The  recession  is  bottoming  out  is 
the  general  consensus  of  opinion 
but  no  one  really  knows  for  sure, 
just  hoping  so.  This  has  really 
affected  the  Coin  Hobby  and  prices 
have  really  taken  a beating. .. much 
to  the  enjoyment  of  the  collector, 
as  he  can  now  buy  coins  to  add  to 
his  collection  at  affordable 
prices.  The  bullion  market  is  down 
too,  as  Silver  is  under  $4.00  per  ounce  at  this  writing 
(August  20)  and  gold  is  at  $360  per  ounce.  This  has  not 
had  much  affect  on  our  Paper  Money  Hobby  as  prices  have 
been  real  stable  and  even  increasing  with  regard  to  rare 
notes.  I have  been  watching  a steady  climb  in  the  past 
three  years  on  Nationals,  Obsoletes  and  especially 
Fractional  Currency. 

I just  returned  from  the  ANA  in  Chicago  where  the  ANA 
was  celebrating  its  100th  anniversary.  It’s  amazing  to 
think  back  over  the  last  hundred  years  and  see  all  the 
progress  and  research  that  accompanied  our  hobby  and 
then  look  forward  and  wonder  what  the  next  100  years 
will  offer.  The  amount  of  research,  books  published, 
and  the  advent  of  coin  grading  companies  in  the  last  15 
years  has  been  tremendous;  which  makes  it  doubtful  that 
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we  ran  keep  pace  with  all  these  changes.  The  ANA  was 
well  attended  by  many  collectors  and  the  Speakers  Forum 
was  great.  It  kept  me  on  the  move  trying  to  cover  all 
the  bourse  and  chatting  with  the  many  friends  I saw 
there.  There  is  never  a lot  of  paper  money  at  the  ANA 
as  it  is  mostly  about  coins,  but  there  are  always  a few 
of  the  major  paper  money  dealers  in  attendance. 

I was  able  to  acquire  2 Michigan  Nationals  and  5 
Michigan  Obsoletes,  as  well  as  3 Civil  War  store  cards 
and  24  "good-Fors” . Not  a bad  "haul”  for  me,  so  for  me 
it  was  really  worth  while. 

The  Memphis  Show  was  held  in  the  middle  of  June  and  was 
a great  show,  as  usual.  This  show  is  always  the 
barometer  of  the  paper  money  future  and  for  the  14  years 
that  that  show  has  been  going  on,  the  barometer  has 
always  gone  up... not  only  prices,  but  even  more  so  the 
comradeship  that  has  taken  place  among  collectors. 

We  had  our  PMCM  meting  on  Saturday  afternoon  at  2:00  PM 
and  Douglas  Walcott  was  our  speaker.  He  gave  all  of  us 
an  education  on  First  Charter  National  Bank  Notes.  He 
had  over  200  slides  to  show  all  the  subtle  differences 
in  this  issue  that  most  of  us  had  never  noticed  before. 
I,  for  one,  was  really  fascinated  at  the  information 
that  Doug  had  discovered  while  at  the  archives  of  the 
Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  in  Washington,  D.C., 
researching  along  with  Peter  Huntoon.  Both  of  these 
guys  have  done  a tremendous  amount  of  research  on 
National  Bank  Notes. 

Hope  to  see  many  of  you  in  Dearborn  for  the  Fall 
Michigan  State  Show  Nov. 29 — Dec. 1st.  Happy  Collecting

ON  THE  TRAIL  OF  NATIONAL  BANK  NOES

Much  to  my  surprise  and  pleasure  I received  a phone  call 
from  Larry  Falater  on  The  Monday  after  the  ANA.  I 
missed  the  show  due  to  the  press  of  business  and  even 
failed  to  get  down  to  the  Krause  Publications  Afterglow 
at  Iola,  WI . Larry  was  at  Iola,  having  just  finished  a 
great  steak  dinner  and  a tour  of  the  Krause  facility. 
I immediately  invited  Larry  up  to  Wausau,  a mere  hours 
drive,  and  we  enjoyed  a pleasant  evening  talking 
about ....  what  else... paper  money. 

Larry  advised  me  that  he  intended  to  tour  Michigan’s 
Upper  Peninsula,  starting  out  at  Copper  Harbor.  Since 
I had  a light  schedule  on  the  following  Friday  (the 
23rd)  we  agreed  to  meet  in  Iron  Mountain  by  the  old 
United  States  National  Bank  of  Iron  Mountain  bank 
building  at  9:00  AM,  Friday  morning.  From  there  we 
would  explore  some  of  the  territory  in  the  Menominee 
Iron  Ore  Range  and  see  what  we  could  see  relative  to  the 
National  Banks  that  financed  the  glory  days  of  Iron  Ore 
Mining  in  Michigan’s  U.P. 

Our  trip  began  with  a leisurely  drive  on  US  2,  east  from 
Iron  Mountain  to  NORWAY  and  the  FNB  of  Norway.  In  Norway 
we  talked  with  the  bank  president,  Mr.  Jon  Tahlier,  who 
showed  us  an  old  elaborate  check  on  the  bank  and  in  turn 
made  photo  copies  of  notes  in  my  collection  , large  and 

small,  on  his  bank.  Mr.  Tahlier  was  also  kind  enough  to 
present  us  with  letter  openers  with  the  bank’s  name 
imprinted  thereon.  We  were  informed  that  the  bank  was 
chartered  initially  as  the  First  State  Bank  of  Norway  in 
1901,  receiving  it’s  National  Charter  and  title  in  1903. 
The  bank  has  a scrap  book  and  some  photos  of  the  bank 
building  as  it  looked  before  the  present  modern  exterior 
was  installed. 
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Following  that  pleasant  visit  we  headed  further  east,  to 
HERMANSVI LLE.  I wanted  to  show  Larry  the  Hermansvi lie 
National  Bank  Charter  which  is  hanging  in  the  bank 
building  lobby.  At  the  bank  we  talked  with  Ms  Laurie  K. 
Riedy,  Asst.  VP  of  Operations  for  the  FNB  of 
Hermansvi  lie  and  showed  her  my  Large  and  Small 
Hermansville  National  Bank  Notes.... a great  icebreaker. 
She  copied  them  on  their  Xerox  for  their  scrapbook  and 
we  talked  a bit  about  the  banks  current  structure ...  they 
are  a part  of  a larger  bank  system  in  the  area  called 
Michigan  Financial  Corporation.  Michigan  Financial  has 
absorbed  a number  of  the  old  National  Banks  in  the  area.

We  were  disappointed  to  learn  that  the  Hermansville 
museum  was  not  open  until  1:00  PM.  Taking  our  leave  of 
Hermansville  we  advised  Ms  Riedy  to  let  us  know  if 
anyone  appeared  with  Hermansville  notes  that  they  wanted 
to  sell. 

We  then  retraced  our  route,  passing  through  Iron 
Mountain  again,  stopping  to  visit  a local  coin  dealer 
who  advertised  in  the  yellow  pages.  He  wasn’t  in,  but 
undaunted  we  continued  west,  taking  141  north  from  US  2 
to  County  453  and  then  west  on  453  for  a few  short  miles 
which  brought  us  to  the  small  hamlet  of  Alpha. 

The  bank  building  is  quite  small  and  sits  on  a traffic 
circle  in  what  is  the  center  of  Alpha.  Also  fronting  the 
circle  are  the  VFW  hall  and  another  public  building 
across  the  way.  Alas!!  The  credit  union  that  now 
utilizes  the  old  bank  building  is  only  open  on 
Wednesdays.  We  did,  however,  strike  up  a conversation 
with  a gentleman  who  happened  to  be  a Township 
representative  and  local  historian.  He  told  us  that  the 
current  population  of  Alpha  was  about  200,  down  from  a 
high  of  600  when  the  Mines  were  booming.  He  further 
stated  that  the  600  figure  was  hard  to  substantiate  as 
many  people  took  in  boarders  and  a number  of  tarpaper 
shacks  were  built  on  the  east  side  of  town.  Taking  a 
last  look  at  the  building  that  once  housed  the  FNB  of 
Alpha  we  ventured  West,  hot  on  the  trail  of  The  Iron 
County  Historical  Museum,  located  in  Caspian. 
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Travelling'  west  on  453  we  entered  Caspian  and  parked  in 
front  of  what  we  believed  was  the  old  FNB  of  Caspian 
building. . .Alas,  again... they  close  at  1:00  PM  on 
Iridays,  and  it  was  almost  2:00  PM.  Moving  on  we 
located  the  Museum  and  were  overwhelmed. ...  it  was 
terrific.  If  you  like  History,  or  if  you  are  at  all 
interested  in  the  history  of  the  Iron  Mines  of  the 

The  FNB  of  ALPHA 


Menominee  range  (one  of  three  major  iron  ranges  in  the 
UP,  the  others  being  the  Marquette  and  Gogebic)  This  is 
a really  dynamic  local  museum.  The  Mine  head  looming  up 
over  the  complex  makes  it  easy  to  locate  as  you  head  out 
of  town  in  the  direction  of  Stoddard. 

In  addition  to  mining  paraphernalia  there  are  Native 
American  displays,  pioneer  information,  a log  barn, 
several  log  cabins  dating  to  the  turn  of  the  century  and 
an  old  Victorian  house  that  was  owned  and  lived  in  by 
the  women  who  wrote  ”1  love  you  truly”  and  other  old 
time  songs...  her  name  escapes  me,  but  the  home  was 
interesting  even  without  the  "Foot  Cookies". 

On  display  was  a small  cookie  in  the  shape  of  a foot. 
It  was  quite  detailed,  right  down  to  the  toenail  paint. 
It  seems  that  the  house  had  to  be  moved  from  its 
original  location  to  the  Museum  complex  at  a cost  of  $1 
per  foot.  Using  great  ingenuity,  the  museum  sold 
cookies  in  the  shape  of  a foot,  " for  a dollar  a 
foot" ... "Foot  Cookies". 
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From  Caspian  we  continued  west  on  453  to  US  2 and  Iron 
River.  Driving  into  downtown  Iron  River  on  2,  we 
quickly  located  the  Iron  River  National  Bank  (which  is 
in  the  process  of  changing  its  name  back  to  the  FNB  of 
Iron  River)  and  entering  the  lobby  of  this  1983  building 
we  immediately  spotted  a partial  sheet  of  small  size 
notes  on  the  wall.  There  were  five  notes  of  the 
original  six  piece  sheet ...  t?A000002A  down  to  the  EA 
note.  We  introduced  ourselves  to  Ms  Betty  Bal,  the  VP 
and  Cashier  and  showed  her  large  and  small  notes  on  the 
bank.  She  enjoyed  the  large  note,  and  told  us  that  she 
had  had  a number  of  small  notes  that  she’d  come  across 
over  the  years  and  had  made  them  available  to  the 
Grandchildren  of  Henry  Veeser,  the  Cashier  when  she 
began  working  for  the  bank.  She  said  he  was  a really 
nice  individual  and  the  first  of  five  Cashiers  she  was 
to  work  for  at  the  bank.  We  were  treated  to  a tour  and 
got  to  examine  some  bank  scrap  books  showing  the  old 
building  and  numerous  newspaper  articles  on  the  progress 
of  the  new  building.  Following  is  a picture  of  Ms  Bal 
standing  in  front  of  the  old  building. 
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Since  it  was  still  early  we  returned  to  the  Museum  and 
soaked  up  some  additional  Iron  County  history ...  The 
museum  is  well  worth  driving  to,  located  as  it  is  in  the 
heart  of  National  Bank  and  Iron  Ore  Country. 

Returning  to  Iron  Mountain  to  collect  my  auto,  we  had  a 
leisurely  fish  fry  at  the  local  Big  Boy’s  and  called  it 
a day... but  quite  a day  it  was. 

Tips  for  you  NBN  col lectors ...( 1 ) take  along  some  notes 
of  the  banks  you  want  to  visit.  they  make  a great  ice 
breaker.  (2)  don’t  expect  to  be  warmly  greeted  at  every 
stop... we  were  very  fortunate  to  be  so  well 
received. .. although  smaller  cities  would  seem  to  have 
friendlier  folks.  (3)  If  possible,  have  some  information 
to  share  about  the  bank  or  area  history.  (4)  Go  find 
your  own  banks,  Larry  and  I don’t  want  these  poor  people 
flooded  with  NBN  collectors.  With  over  14000  Chartered 
National  Banks,  however,  that  shouldn’t  be  to  difficult. 
Happy  collecting.  P.S.  If  some  of  you  don’t  help  out 
with  some  articles  you’re  going  to  continue  to  get  stuck 
with  lies  and  tall  tales  from  your  editor.
